WRECK OF A SCHOONER 


Aad LPM of Ihlrty-Tliroa Lives on tlic 


Coast of Orfcon. 


OTTAWA, Out., April 2i—A special from 


Victoria, B. C., gives an account of a torri- 
blo shipwreck, accompanied by tho lois o£ 
thirty-throo lives, which took place off tbo 
coast o£ dragon, about thirty miles north ot 
C'opo Fiattory during tho oarly part of this 
month. The information was first brought 
in by lour Kyuginot Indians, who arrived 
at Victoria Thursday morning, having o:cu- 
piod ton days in tho overland journey from 
tho sceno oE tho wreck. 


Tbo schooner Activo appears to havo been 


caught iu a storm which raged during tho 
early part ot tho month, and to havo been 
clashed on stioro where she speedily wont to 
pieces, oil hands undo-jbtodiy perishing. As 
fur as known no one witnessed tho disaster, 
tin Indians having their attention Erst at- 
tracted by tho largo quantity of wrockago 
vrusboi ashoro. Bunks, Indian mats, bod- 
ding, etc., were all washed up, but nothing 
bearing tho name of tho vessel. The general 
description, however, together with tho na- 
tura of tlio articles reported to have boon re- 
covered, loavo no doubt bat tharjtho unfortu- 
nate vessel was tho Activo. Among thoso 
who ;»rishod aro Mr. Jako Crattman, one of 
tho owners; Copt. Gotschnnioi, Atta Jacob- 
son, Charles Frederick, and Billy Lsssong, 
besides twocty-eiglit Indians.
